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To provide for the execution of the twenty-feventh
Article of the Treaty of Amity, Commerce and

Navigation made with Great Britain.

{ As amended in Commitéce of the whole Houfe, onthe 2d of April 1802.]

1 b » HEREAS, by the twenty-feventh article of the Treaty of
2 Amity, Commerce and Navigation between the United States and his
3 Britannic Majefty, it is agreed, that his Majefty and the United States,

4 on mutual requifitions, by them refpeftively, or by their relpeélive

5 minifters or officers authorized to make the fame ; will deliver up to
6 juftice all perfons, who, being charged with murder or forgery, com-
7 mitted within the jurifdiGtion of either, fhall feek an afylum within any.
8 of the countries of the other, provided that this fhall only be done on
g9 fuch evidence of criminality, as, according to the laws of the place
10 where the fugitive or perfon fo charged fhall be found, would juftify
11 his apprehenfion and commitment for trial, if the offence had there
12 been committed; and that the expenfe of fuch apprehenfion and deli-
13 very, fhall be borne and defrayed by thofe who make the requifition

14 and receive the fugitive.

1 SEc. 1. BE it therefore enacled by the Senate and Houfe of Repre-
8 fentatives of the United States of America, in Congrefs affembled, That
3 in cafe requifition fhall at any time be made in purfuance of, and ac-

4 cording to faid articlé, for the delivery of any peifon charged with

5 murder or forgery committed within the jurifdition of his Britannic

6 Majefty, it fhall be lawful for the Secretary of State, under the direc-

7 tion of the Prefident of the United States, by warrant under his hand

8 and feal, to make known that fuch requifition has been made, and to
g fignify to the judicial and executive officers of the United States, that
10 they govern themfelves accordingly, and that, according to their ref-
11 pecive duties, they aid and affift in apprehending the perfon fo charged,
12 and in committing fuch perfon for the purpole of being delivered upto
13 juflice, according to the provifions in the faid article.  'Whereupon, it
14 fhall be lawful for any judge or jultice of any court of the United States,
15 to examine upon oath, any perfon or perfons touching fuch charge,
16 and upon fuch evidence of criminality as, according to the laws of the
17 place where the fugitive or perfon fo charged fhall be found, would juftify
18 his apprehenfion and commitment for trial, if the offence had been there
19 committed, it {hall be lawful for fuch judge or juflice, to commit the
a0 perfon fo charged to prifon, there to remain until thence delivered, ac-
21 cording to this aft. The teftimony upon which fuch perfon fhall be
22 committed fhall be taken in writing, and tran{mitted to the Secretary
a3 of State, who fhall lay the fame before the Prefident of the United
24 States, to enable him to decide on the requifition made as aforefaid ; and
25 if, in the opinion of the Prefident, the perfon fo commiited ought not
26 to be delivered up, to the perfon making {fuch demand, the fame {hall
27 be fignified to the judge or juflice by whom he was committed, who fhall
28 proceed in the cafe azcording to law; and if it fhall be the opinion
ég of the Prefident, that the perfon fo committed ought to be delivered

30 up on the requifition {o made, as aforefaid, he fhall fignify his opinion

31 to the Secretary of State: and thereupon it fhall be lawful for the Se-
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32 cretary of State, by warrant under his hand and feal, to direét the
33 perfon fo committed, to be delivered to fuch perfon or perfons, as fhall
54 have been authorized on the part of his Britannic Majefty to receive
35 theperfon fo committed, and convey fuch perfon to the Britith Domi-
36 nions, to be tried for the offence with which fuch perfon ﬂlall have been
37 focharged; andif the perfon fo charged, fhall efcape out of any cufto-
38 dy to which he fhall be committed as aforefaid, it fhall be lawful to take
39 fuch perfon in the fame manner as any perfon charged with an offence
40 againft the United States may be re-taken upon an efcape, fo that fuch
41 perfon {o charged as aforefaid, may be cffetually delivered up to jul-
42 tice, according to the true intent and meaning of the faid article of
43 the Treaty aforefaid. i

1 Szc. 2. And be it further enafted, That this att fhall continue in

2 force fo long as the fuid article of the Treaty aforefaid, between the

3 United States and his Britannic Majefty fhall continue in force, and

4 no longer.
